Of  the  total  participants,  .approximately  19  per  cp2:C 
received  thoir  milk  mthout  cost  to  them. 

Indemnity  payments  by  the  FDA  to  sponsors  in  payment  for  r.oilk 
distributed  in  January  totaled  approximately  .5  million  dollars;  during 
the  fiscal  year  through  January,  payments  totaled  1»6  million  dolloj-s.
